ing young Soviet agent named Lavrenti Beria. (Beria eventually did get 
the award, in 19*1-9 . ) The Ignobel Prize for Provocation went to Heydrich as 
part of the compromise, since his action fell as much in this line as in 
Espionage. The Military Science award was awarded posthumously to Fritz 
Haber, the inventor of poison gas; 

in subsequent years these awards continued to be made. There was a # 
fierce controversy over the award of the 1957 Espionage Prize to Rosemarie 
Nitribitt (posthumously, like over two-thirds of all the Espionage Prizes) 
because she had been eigiged in industrial rather than international spying. 
To the day of his death Dulles maintained that she got the award only be- 
cause three of the men and the only woman on the board had enjoyed her fa- 
vors. The woman, Princess Ambisextria of Skandalutz, retorted that "Dul- 
les is just jealous because he never got any - and is a lousy lay, to 
boot." - ■ 

The most recent Ignobel Prize Awards were made in December 1970, and

War: "To Edward Heath, for the great discretion with which he is car- 
rying out in the Persian Gulf states the same policies for which Richard 
M. Nixon won the I969 prize, and Lyndon Baines Johnson the I966 prize, in 
their work in Indochina* Mr; Heath's war has received almost no recogni- 
tion by comparison with the others now in progress, a sad neglect which 
this award now ondso " 

Espionage: "Col; Stig Vennerstr'om, for bringing to an end the gross 
1 canard that the Swedes are a peace-loving people who frown on war and its 
associated occupations." 

Genocides "Awarded jointly to the entire chain of command who ordered 
the Sonmy Massacres Lieut. William Galley, Capt* Ernest Medina, CoL. Orin 
Henderson, Gen. William Westmoreland, and President Lyndon Baines Johnson* 
The memorable words 'I was only following orders 1 are our guide in making 
this joint award." This is only the second time that the same man has won 
both the War and Genocide awards} the first was Adolf Hitler in 1939 and 
19^3 respectively. 

Provocations "Jointly awarded to Julius and Abbie Hoffman, for their 
work in promoting a riot, and then in promoting' further civil unrest by 
cooperating so effectively in the trial that followed it. " 

Military Science: "This year's avard recognizes that there is a theo- 
retical as well as a practical side to the science of war. Accordingly, 
the 1970 Ignobel Prize for Military Science goes to Edward Luttwak, whose 
book Coup d'Etat: A P ractical Handbook is the most complete guide yet de- 
vised to the technique of taking over a country. Luttwak lets no consider- 
ation of ideology or nationality deter him$ he is as ready to plan a coup 
d 'etat for Fascists as for Communists or old-fashioned military dictators, 
and in America or Great Britain as in Syria or Peru; " 

(Naturally, the Ignobel Prize Board is quite aware that there is no 
such place as Indochina; see the earlier articles in this series for de- 
tails. Howeverj to maintain the credibility of the hoax, awards are made 
with the alleged "Vietnamese War" in mind.) 

THE "MINISTRY OF MISCELLANY 

The editor seemed, to himself as well as* to others, to have crawled 
. out on a rather long limb in GRAUSTARK #24-2 when he claimed, that the mod- 
ern Lebanese are essentially the. ancient Gahaanites, also known then as 
Phoenicians-. Yet considerable evidence is present that these people,

"This set of Exclusionists professes to, be upset about the way that 
.John Beshara has managed The k Diplomacy Association and it,s publication 
Wazir. '-'It this is the ca§e, then, why- has much' "of Rod ; Walter ,; s snickering 
innuendo against Beshara en 1 phrased, "lijee the' anti-Broeh campaign, in 
terms of allegations on his sex life? * • 

The Exclusionis,ts ' see^' to be,, in, order, of their importance- in this 
matter, Rodney Walker, Iarr$- Peery, Walter Buchanan, and Carol Ann Buchan- 
an, a surprise entry represented in VV by one cited letter. Her role, in 
this Exclusion controversy )is reminiscent of that pf <Dian Girard Pels in' 
the, earlier one. (This raises the intriguing" possibility thaj, seven years 
from now, ,CaroX; Ann Buchanan . wilA ;„be ' where 1 ! Man Pels is now.) .' On -27. Sep- 
tember I preceded a.' letter from Yj®# 9 a trucujent screed in^whi'ch she claimed 
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that GRAUSTARK was being supported with money from John Beshara. This is 
a complete and absolute lie, and Carol Ann Buchanan is a complete and ab- 
solute liar, John Beshara had never replied to her earlier letter cited 
in V¥| : after seeing myself what she is capable of, I can easily understand 
why. . 

VV claims that its publication is motivated by concern for the good 
of postal Diplomacy. For someone whose only information about Exclusion- 
ism came from it, this argument wduld seem plausible. Yet its real origin 
is much more mundane. The whole thing began during John's trip to San 
Diego, during which Peery asked John to loan him $500. John* not regarding 
Peery as either a deserving recipient or a good credit risk, refused. 
Thus was born the latest manifestation of Exclusionism; , 

Peery, when asked about this* responded in an interesting manner. In 
a letter intended for publication in GRAUSTARK he said* "In the last GRAU- 
STARK John Beshara. ..has again attacked me. His effort to turn the play- 
ers in 1971BG, PEERYARA, against me having failed miserably Beshara this 
time again refuses to face the issues raised in VV and instead attacks me 
on a personal level. - Since my. concern is with the issues raised in VV and 
not my personal relationship with John Beshara I will not stoop to involve 
myself in this second round of his attack* " 

This means that Peery regards his: attempt to hustle John Beshara for 
$500, as outside the scope of his attacks on TBA. That such an attempt 
took place is substantively verified by these words of Peery himself. If 
Peery, whose ability to speak his mind is doubted by neither friend nor 
foe, had never tried to pry $500 out of John Beshara he would have said 
so with the same vigor with which I have denied Carol Ann Buchanan's al- 
legation. .. 

W was" sent to all members of TDA that its publishers could reach. 
This action settled out a long argument between John Beshara and myself 
about TDA's mailing list. I had wanted this list published as soon as 
feasible, preferably in the 3rd issue- Beshara felt that > such publication 
would give new postal Diplomacy players an undesireable introduction to 
our hobby, in the form of irre sponsible personal attacks on one another 
by Board members. Now his forebodings have been dramatically confirmed by 
W e But I can claim a victory to set against this, in a controversy with 
John. Just after he returned from San Diego, he contrasted Peery's 
friendliness and hospitality against Walker's attitude. But, knowing how : 
Peery has claimed at one time to be a Hungarian refugee, and at another 
to be of an old American family,, I questioned his reliability on any 
matter. 

Somewhere in hero I suppose that the ."Lenard Lakofka" matter ought to 
be dealt with. In the last issue of GRAUSTARK I stated that "Lakofka," is 
a hoax created by Walkero In the sense that all opinions that appear over 
the name "Lakofka" in Diplomacy are really Walker's, this is correct* But 
there is a real "Lakofka", presumably the person .whose address Walker is 
using as a mail drop * And this one is the "Lakofka" w&o wrote that silly 
article which appeared in Costaguana Vol. 5* #7 * While the article" is stu- 
pid, it's not Walker's kind of stupids 

VV reached here on 10 September, too late for commentary in #2^7, and 
such commentary was deferred from #248 owing to the death of John Beshara's 
father; Stripped of the rhetoric and the palpable lies, it. is an attempt 
to steal The Diplomacy Association from the man, who has-put so much'time 
and energy into it s and to re-establish it as a subsidiary of the NFFFGBDD 
- which, no matter whose name appears on the mast-head, means Rod Walker. 
If. they have this in mind, they should take note of one law of the NFFF, 
their parent organization. For about 30 years the National Fantasy Fan 
Federation has operated under the principle that ;all communications among 
its President and Board of Directors -on NFFF business should be regarded as 
confidential. * Clearly no such, understanding about TDA affairs exists among 
the Exclusionists, to Judge from the number of 'such 1 letters, that-- are quoted 



in Wo aWFGBDD officials should compose their letter? to one another; 
with this possibility in mind - as Walker and Beery obviously have com- 
posed some of the letters tjiat appear in W* 

One thing that should toe made as clear as possible immediately .is 
that- the Exclusionists do not command a majority of postal Diplomacy fan- 
dom, of TDA, and probably even of the NFFFGBDD* As with the earlier ex- 
clusion, it is not, their numbers but their .location that causes concern. 
They apparently have unlimited time at their disposal, which is not avail-* 
able to most Anti-Exclusionistsa in which to disseminate their accusations.

further details s.ee Empires in the Dust / one of Robert Silverburg's excel- 
lent popularizations on archeology; Isaac Asimov, who is now writing a 
history of the land variously known as Canaan, Palestine, and Israel, was 
here three weeks ago and I asked his opinion of this view. He agreed with 
my interpretation of this "matter* 

Further, some Jews have an unusual and interesting interpretation of 
this information. In Edward Hyams ' curious book- ' Killing No Murder , which I 
hope to review in ;GRAUSTARK someday, he cites the theory of some Jewish na- 
tionalists that the present-day Jews are really Canaanites. Some asso-

A broad hint to any ambitious historical novelist is provided by a . 
footnote in Archibald Robertson's The Origins of Christianity : "It is in- 
teresting to compare the ref ortif ication of Jerusalem by Nehemiah with the 
ref ortif ication of Athens by Themistocles after the Persian invasion; Both 
men were democrats in the sense of siding with the people in the class 
struggles of the time. Both had to elude vigilant enemies. Themistocles 
was an exile at Susa a few -years before the mission of Nohemiah. They may
